Editorial Trade Review. 


Recognizing the fact that January, among the job- 
bers as well as the retailers, is universally regarded as 
a dull month, no one is expecting anything very bril- 
liant in the way of business, and they will not suffer 
disappointment. ‘The travelers who are ‘‘out on the 
road’ interviewing the early buyers, and upon whose 
reports and orders, encouraging or the reverse, the 
output of the spring trade is dependent, are very con- 
servative in their prognostications, believing as they 
do, that the promised prosperity resulting from a pos- 
sible change in governmental methods, would come 
slowly and steadily, and not at a single bound. Not- 
withstanding all comments to the contrary, however, 
the general feeling throughout the trade is already so 
greatly improved, that no comparison with that before 
election is possible. All the prospects are certainly in 
favor of a good and satisfactory year’s business. May 
we hope it will be free from booms of a reactionary 
character, and be characterized solely by a business 
progress that will prove both healthy and permanent. 

No important movements or radical changes have 
taken place in the condition of the wire or cut nail 
markets. Prices are being held steadily at quotations 
recently established, and until a greater effort to sell 
is made by competing companies actually needing 
sales, but little change is looked for. 

The condition of the financial situation is that the 
money supply is of a too plenteous character; lenders 
seeking the borrowers, instead of the usual spectacle of 
borrowers seeking the lenders. With a gold balance 
inthe United States treasury approximating 150 mil- 
lions, and the clearing house vaults holding on storage 
account alone about fifty millions more, it looks as 
though it would be difficult to find a profitable employ- 
ment for the visible surplus in ordinary commercial 
transactions. 

It behooves us to continue our organized efforts to 
find increasing outlets among foreign countries, or 
their colonies and dependencies. 

In doing this we should, if possible, avoid those mar- 
kets abroad where customs already established make it 
necessary to give a long and indefinite credit. 

We would find it difficult to change their methods of 
doing business, and might establish precedents which 
ata later date our domestic traders would seek to 
avail themselves of, and our manufacturers feel it was 
essential to concede to them. 





A Condition, Not a Theory. 

There are certain classes of goods which a few years 
ago were counted among the leading specialties and 
handled by every jobbing house in the country. Why? 
Because they were advertised in every trade journal of 
sufficient importance to reach the trade, which the 
manufacturer desired to supply. During the past few 
years of comparative stagnation, when expenses of all 
kinds were reduced, the value of advertising was not 
sufficiently appreciated, and it suffered with the rest 
of the programme. Does the manufacturer think he 
can say ‘‘the world is mine,” even as it was only a 
few years ago, and that the slumbering traffic will re- 
sume the old channels without any of the previous con- 
certed efforts on his sart? If*so, therein will lie his 
grievous error. His own particular line has probably 
been dropped entirely, and similar goods usurp the 
place he at one time held so securely. This he will 
find is a fact to be met only by heroic treatment. In 
too many instances stocks of goods are greatly reduced 
under a lessening demand, assortments are decreased, 
corresponding goods of other makes are shipped by the 
jobber in place of those ordered—the wholesaler pre- 
ferring to take the chances of a return, rather than the 
certainty of a top-heavy stock with no demand—and 
the retail dealer usually accepts the substitution with- 
out comment, finding a market for what he receives. 
Even if it displaces something previously popular, he 
accepts the situation because his orders were only for 
quantities too small to incite captious criticism. — 

Many of our manufacturers will find this state of af- 
fairs existing this season especially, and unless they 
inaugurate a ‘‘hustle” by organizing an aggressive 
campaign, they will have to doff their beavers to some 
smaller, but more energetic, competitor. One fact 
should not be lost sight of—we are a nation of readers. 
The dealers’ wants are constantly augmented and di- 
rected by the well merited and alluring advertisement 
smiling at him from the interesting columns of his 
usual trade paper. The manufacturer who has some- 
thing meritorious to sell the Hardware dealer—who is 
himself awakening from an apathy of several years’ 
duration—and who doesn’t conceive how important it 
is to exploit his products in the papers which touch 
his trade more nearly, will doubtless realize, when it is 
too late, that ‘‘ he is not the only pebble on the beach.” 


What Senators Can Do. 


We are not among those editors who think they 
know it all and that our chosen representatives know 
nothing of and care nothing for the public welfare. 
There are political, commercial and local interests fo- 
calized at Washington, all struggling for recognition, 
and the hours are too few to give them all full consid- 
eration; but if senators knew how many worthy and 
energetic small traders have been dismasted in the 
financial cyclones of 1890 and 1893 and who are now 
trying to clear themselves from the wreck and work 
into port under jury masts, they would try and pass

a bankruptcy bill at this session. A fair bill, known 
as the Torrey bill, with both voluntary and involuntary 
features, has passed the House and has got tangled up 
in the Senate. It ought to be untangled and passed. 
We speak for the debtor class when we say that this is 
a fair bill and will greatly serve the interests of every 
fairman. It would be an important step towards busi- 
ness prosperity if this bill can be passed, and this much 
senators can do as an economic measure, no matter 
how much they may differ on other questions. 


Bicycle Credits. 


We are pleased to note in the interest of the bicycle 
trade, that an effort is being made to bring this impor- 
tant industry where the common methods and prevail- 
ing customs of other business ventures can be adopted 
by the jobbers in bicycles with some hope of profitable 
results. Meetings of the wholesale dealers have been 
held in some of the cities of the West, where they have 
agreed between themselves that credit on bicycles 
should be limited to ‘‘ 60 days.” Should this be per- 
sisted in and adopted generally by the wholesale deal- 
ers and manufacturers throughout the country, it would 
assist materially in keeping the retail dealer’s mind 
more constantly upon his collections than has prevailed 
hitherto, resulting in more cash sales being made. 


The Dinner of 1897.

Many a clerk on his little pay is dressed better than his 
employer, but he is no less a valuable clerk for that.

The well dressed man is more likely to be a prosperous 
man than the man of shabby overcoat, and the poorly 
dressed man is more likely to be an unsuccessful man than 
the man with tailor-made clothes. 

The beautiful office may be aden of swindlers, but it 
is more likely to be the business home of profitable business. 

So long ascomfort, convenience, and eye-pleasing luxury 
appear to accompany successful business, just so long will 
these things count in profit-building. 

Shoes or overcoats or anything else may be sold in the 
store of darkness and dust, but more shoes and more over- 
coats and more of everything else is sold in cheerful places, 
well furnished and conveniently arranged. 

The most successful factories are well kept, roomy, with 
the best of sanitary arrangement, and each girl or man has 
a locker, a cake of soap and a wash-basin. 

The most successful retail stores are those of good lo- 
cation, plenty of room, every convenience, and artistic ar- 
rangement. 

There may not be necessity for solid mahogany desks 
and leather-cushioned chairs, but there is every reason why 
the office and the store should have some of the comforts 
of home and the appearance of painstaking arrangement. 

Cleanliness is the most economical, the most healthful, 
and the most appreciated business essential. 

Plenty of light is necessary to plenty of business. 

Plenty of comfort means more work and more profit. 

Neatness of store, neatness of office, neatness of clerk, 
neatness everywhere, are absolutely necessary to the suc- 
cessful conduct of any trade. 

Even the dirtiest lines need not be all dirt, for dirt where 
dirt should be is not dirtiness. Dirt where dirt should not 
be is dirty business. 

Keep the dust out of the way. Let the sunlight in. 
Make the clerks wear clean collars and clean cuffs. Sup- 
ply blacking and brushes. Have plenty of clothes brushes. 

The most careless clerk is not careless in the office and 
store of carefulness.

Bardsley’s Oil Door Check and Spring. 


J. Bardsley, Nos. 147 to 151 Baxter Street, New York, is 
engaged in manufacturing, and is bringing to the notice of 
the Hardware trade, the improved form of Oil Door Check 
and Spring which is shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tion, Fig. 1. It presents to the trade many new features 
worthy the inspection of those interested in appliances of 
this useful description. The maker call attention to the 
following, among many others: They cannot now be used 
the wrolg way up, avoiding the possibility of error oc- 
curring when this fact is not understood; the inner dia- 
meter of the springs has been sufficiently enlarged, so as 
to dispense entirely with the smaller inner coils which pre- 
viously broke. A lighter and more elastic spring is now 
used in order to ensure greater durability. As the liquid

and spring chambers are now connected by openings, the 
checking power cannot now be lost through the liquid 
being forced from one chamber into the other. The pre- 
vious liquid mixture of glycerine and alcohol has been su- 
perseded by a combination of oils, which is found to be 
much more efficacious in effecting positive results. A 
reserve oil chamber is now provided between the spring 
chamber and the checking cylinder, which holds a supply 
ef oil calculated to last a year or two; but more oil can 
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always be added through the screw hole in the cap, with- 
out the necessity of removing the check from the door. It 
is also provided with a releasing device by means of which 
the checking power is removed when the door is nearly 
closed, the spring being then capable of exerting all its 
force to latch the door. This feature, it is stated, is brought 
into play by an adjustment of arms and which, if not de- 
sired, need not be used, illustration Fig. 2. The new ad- 
justable arm will be found convenient for this purpose, and

also if the door is required to stand open in the summer, for 
which object it may be detached. The mechanical action 
of the check and spring, with the many new improvements 
now embodied in its construction, seems simply perfect. 
When a superior spring tension is required it can be applied 
by means of the ratchet wheel on the top, the checking 
power being entirely controlled by the thumb-screw at 
the right. It may be readily taken entirely apart. This is 
an important feature; if itis needed to repair a broken or 
worn part it may be replaced and the new piece put in by 
anyone, avoiding the expense and delay of sending to the 
factory for repairs.

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THE AMENITIES OF BUSINESS. 


The following able and entertaining paper on ‘‘ Business 
Amenities’ was read by Alfred D. Clinch, of Underhill, 
Clinch & Co., before the Collegiate Club of New York, a 
few evenings since. It isso full of good sense and sound 
doctrine, that we are pleased with the opportunity of pre- 
senting it here: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: No doubt each one pres- 
ent, on hearing the subject of my paper, at once thinks of 
some of the many pleasant incidents that have occurred in 
his business career, and of such as being the bright spots 
around which memory delights to linger. In my mind 
they crowd and jostle each other, for my business life has 
been full of pleasantries, made possible by delightful asso- 
ciates (who have far outnumbered those who have not 
been agreeable), who have made the busy days brighter 
by the shake of the hand, expressions of interest, and 
many such kindred ways which befall the lot of each of us. 
Who here would rejoice if at the close of the day he 
could banish from his mind temporarily the memory of those 
who are his daily competitors? Does not each day bring 
its blessings of friendshipr Are not the ties of business 
friendship nearly as strong as those of the average social 
type? I pity the man whose business situation is such that 
n ray of sunshine seems to enter into it, and if there is one 
such here, for him the clouds must be temporary, for He 
who sends the thunder also sends the rainbow. 

Business is business. This is a common remark heard 
cvery day, and when you analyze it, what does it mean? 
It means that it is an expression of his Satanic Majesty put 
into the mouths and lives of men to kill charity and fellow 
feeling in commercial transactions. 

No greater opportunity is afforded the commercial man 
toexemplify the Amenities of Business than in a case of 
distress of his fellow-man who has honestly failed in busi- 
I say honestly failed because there are many such 
failures. These are the times when the commercial vul- 
tures descend beside the Christian Samaritan. One as the 
commercial grave digger, the other as the physician with 
the balm of fellowship and brotherhood. The first will try 
to squeeze the life-blood, but the second will stand and 
demagd that, although it is stipulated in the bond that a 
pound,of flesh shall be forfeited, one extra ounce of blood 
will cause the loss of that which he might have received. 
Swedenborg said: ‘‘ Charity itself consists in acting justly 
_and faithfully in whatever office, business and employment 
a person is engaged in.”’ 

We are all interdependent and cannot get along alone. 
There is no.such thing as an independent life. Commer- 
cial life necessarily brings us into contact with our fellow- 
man and the resultant effects are what we make them. An 
honorable man in a bad bargain has the balance of power 
in his own hands, and as most men are honorable, it fol- 
lows the majority are on the side of fair dealing and justice. 
To-day business is conducted on an entirely different plane 
from what it was forty years ago. About that time,in the line 
of trade in which I have fished for a fortune, firms used to 
pack their goods and mark their cases at night, and the fol- 
lowing day, when ready to ship, means were used to cover 
‘the marks so competitors could not tell to whom the goods 
were sold. Notice the change to-day. Mr. A. comes into 
your store, and seeing the floor covered with goods, asks 
if you are doing all the business in your line, or if your 
‘Shelves are overloaded. You tell him the goods are sold, 
‘the goods charged and ferhaps will be paid for. He then 
asks if you are selling Mr. S. and how he is paying. 
You tell him your experience and perhaps tell him you are 


ness, 


about to sue for your account. This intercourse would 
have been impossible years ago, but now a fellow-feeling 
exists among merchants, and our interests are mutual in- 
terests. This is emphasized in all lines of business by the 
many trade organizations formed for the benefit of all con- 
cerned. In the Hardware line in which I am engaged 
there are now firmly established organizations scattered 
throughout the North, South, East and West, and one 
National Association, which meets at stated periods and 
has accomplished many revolutions of a beneficial char- 
acter. This motive has not been confined to the firms, but 
has been taken up by those representaizives of commercial 
life known as ‘‘Commercial Tourists,” ‘*‘ Drummers,” 
‘‘Advance Agents,” etc., and has resulted in the establish- 
ment of Commercial Travelers’ Homes, Aid Societies, etc. 

Business is a pursuit or occupation that employs or re- 
quires energy, time and thought, and Lowell says: ‘‘ There 
is no better ballast for keeping the mind steady on its 
keel and saving from all risk of crankiness, than business.” 


‘‘ To business that we love, we rise betime 
And go to it with delight.” 


Aaron Burr said: ‘‘ The rule of my life is to make business 
a pleasure.”” But what makes business particularly pleas- 
ant? It is the amenities of business life exemplified every 
day in some way. 

Mr. Clinch gave a brief history of the New York Hard- 
ware Club, of which he has been a member of the board 
of governors from the beginning, and showed how it was 
founded in fellowship, and is carried on in mutual friend- 
ship and good will. He then continued: 

Ihave spoken of our mutual interests and interdepend- 
ence. How well this idea is carried out by those natural 
merchants, our friends, the Hebrews. They sell their cus- 
tomer all that is possible from their stock, and then turn 
him over to his relative or friend. Mr. Isaacs sold his cus- 
tomer a suit of clothes, warranting them imperishable 
black. Ina short time the customer returned and com- 
plained the cloth was turning gray. Mr. Isaacs replied: 
‘‘ Mine vriend, dose clothes vas all right, and dey are black ; 
you vas getting color blind; I vill give you a card to my 
brudder, who vas an occulist.””. This is a sample of Jewish 
amenity. 

In selling goods, it is not necessary to run down those of 
our competitors. Our Trade Mark Hams may be a little 
higher in quality, hut—there are other hams, and the best 
way to convince a customer of their superiority is to in- 
duce him to eat of a Trade Mark ham and then leave it to 
him to try to be satisfied with others. We cannot sell all 
the goods in our line; we must live and let live. But there 
are many methods that have been used that should be 
avoided now. No such supposed necessity now exists to 
sell goods as to fill a man with liquor or to take him to 
questionable places of amusement. These were ways of 
former years, but do not now count to the benefit of the 
salesman. The highest standards of morality and honesty 
call forth the greatest commendation, and redound to the 
credit of the business man, be he either employer or em- 
ployee. In the ‘School for Scandal” it is said ‘‘I’m 
called away by particular business, but I leave my char- 
acter behind me.” Let any man try to-day to conduct 
business on such a basis, and failure will be the result. I 
do not want to close this ramble without a reference to that 
great power of to-day—the trade journal. What power is 
so potent as cold type and ink infused with life by the 
editor at the helm, assisted by the printer’s devil. A per- 
sonal notice in the paper will do more to make a man en- 
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quire within than any means I know of. If the notice is 
true, it will not puff him up, but will make him realize that 
the attention of the readers has been called to him and 
that he must try and live up to it, and if the notice is un- 
true his ears will tingle with comments. 

I hope I have not wearied you with this paper, but if I 
have, make use of that charity of which I have spoken, for 
this work is in a new field for me, and is a large production 
of a small capacity. 

Let me close with two proverbs: ‘‘An unjust balance is 
an abomination unto the Lord.” This does not apply only 
to weights. 

‘*Do not fear to trust the word of a man whuse honesty 
you have seen in business.” 


Cycle Chain Graphite. 


It is stated positively by the makers, that graphite, if 
properly prepared and properly applied to the chain of a 
bicycle, will prevent friction and will protect both the 
chain and the sprockets very largely from rust as well as 
wear. There are at present in the market three forms— 
one the stick form in various sizes, another the paste form 
usually put up in collapsible tubes, and the third in the 
form of a dry powder, or graphite ground in just enough 
oil to make it adhere nicely. The latter is used by repair- 
ers and bicycle manufacturers, more largely than by wheel- 
men. 

The Dixon Crucible Co., Jersey City, N, J., manufacture 
cycle chain graphite in all its forms. The company use in 
making stick graphite, pure mutton tallow in preference to 
any other emollient. Every pound of mutton tallow used 
by the company is made to order, as the company have 
found it impossible to find any pure mutton tallow in the 
market. The regular commercial tallow and stearine con- 
tain acids that have a tendency to rust all metal parts they 
come in contact with. The acids sometimes manifest 
themselves even before the graphite is used, by destroying 
the tin foil witl which the graphite is wrapped. They say: 
‘‘ The paste form in collapsible tubes has the advantage of 
being always of the right consistency, whether in cold 
weather or hot weather, whereas the stick graphite is apt 
to get soft in summer and too hard in winter. It is for 
this reason that the paste graphite is rapidly finding favor 
not only with wheelmen, but with gunners for use on the 
locks of guns, and for the prevention of rust on locks and 


gun actions.” 


It will be gratifying to the friends of the traveling men

The travelers who represent the leading Hardware es- 
tablishments of the Pacific coast, recently enjoyed a very 
fine luncheon in San Francisco, as guests of their employ- 
ers, the members of the Pacific Coast Metal & Hardware 
Association.

A. C. Rulafson, with Baker & Hamilton, who was a del- 
egate from that city to the last meeting of the National 
Hardware Association, held at Philadelphia, told of his 
trip. Frank L. Brown, of the Washburn & Moen Mfg. Co., 
secretary of the association, spoke happily of the good un- 
derstanding existing between the members and the com- 
mercial travelers in their employ. 

Arthur W. King, with Baker & Hamilton; Henry Mor- 
ris, with Holbrook, Merrill & Stetson: W. B. Sormon, with 
the Dunham, Carrigan & Hayden Co.; W. J. Barrett, with 
J. Roebling’s Sons; Oliver H. P. Sheets, with Miller, Sloss 
& Scott; H. J. Morton, with G. W. Gibbs & Co., and sev- 
eral others told their experiences on the road, and added 
their testimony to the fact that business was picking up 
rapidly, and the outlook for the new year was promising 
indeed. 
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A BATCH OF BICYCLE TOPICS. 


Among the important changes which will govern the 
construction of bicycles for this year, it will be decided to 
make few bicycles below twenty-three pounds in weight; 
in fact, the Light Roadsters will more uniformly than ever 
be twenty-five pounds as a regular weight. These weights 
are regarded as the best for usual roads, as only on the 
asphalt pavements would a lighter weight give best re- 
sults. 

Changes will be made in the standard gear, which will 
be higher, running from 70 to 80, as the large number 
of expert riders make an advanced gear requisite. 
Changing the weight of the wheels will permit using tires 
having an increased weight, as there is a necessity exist- 
ing for making them thicker, of a superior texture and so 
they will be less liable to puncture. 

The greatest mortality in 1896 among the manufacturers 
of bicycles, came from those who, having but limited cap- 
ital, used purchased parts and assembled them into so- 
called wheels. And when they reached a condition where 
money was needed, they would make sales at almost any 
prices obtainable, and with no possibility of any profit. 

The tube makers and manufacturers of parts that enter 
into the construction of cycles, will this year be found 
much more conservative in granting credits, opening fewer 
accounts with these small manufacturers, and this fact 
alone will be found of great benefit in strengthening the 
regular makes of cycles in the market. 

The $100 price for cycles admittedly high grade, will be 
found the popular price for undoubted :nerit; but nearly all 
of these manufacturers will have a wheel at $75 or $80, to 
catch the demand for a cut price below the $100 limit; and 
all the trading, and the bulk of the sales, will be made on 
these lower priced wheels put on the market by ‘high 
grade ’’ companies. 

Among the new models of wheels for this year already 
exhibited, it is noted that the new Columbia possesses 
many new features. It is made with flush joints, with in- 
side brazing and reinforcement, double fork crown, with a 
nickel plate at front and rear of it to fill in the gap, and for 
the filling in the name and address of the owner of the 
wheel; it has direct tangent spokes, the most solid crank 
shaft they have ever had, with the spider carrying the 
sprocket an integral part of the right crank shaft; bearings 
are dust-proof, because there is not an oil hole on the ma- 
chine; ball cases by which the balls may be taken out and 
cleaned without losing them, rims that cover one-fourth of 
the tire instead of one-fifth, as before; and slightly larger 
tubing on the upper centre tube and in the lower rear 
frame. 

The Rambler has barrel hubs for the first time, no ball 
cups being used. The hubs are absolutely dust-proof by 
means of felt washers and ball retainers. The new seat- 
post is constructed so that it can be pointed in either direc- 
tion and consequently increasing its range of adjustment. 
The upper bar is in its construction made stronger by the 
use of tubing one-eighth inch larger than last year. Among 
the many finishes which will greet the riders, their mahog- 
any finish is especially attractive. 

The Fowler has a hanger with a sleeve threaded at each 
end, and with a shoulder against which the cones sit. 

The Waverley makers for the coming season are produc- 
ing fewer diamond frames for ladies’ use than last year, 
realizing the bloomer rush is lessening very greatly. They 
use same size tubing as last year. 

The Sterling has square-shaped cranks and larger sprock- 
ets, front and rear. The use of arch front bars is still con- 
tinued. On the rear forks only D-shaped tubing is used, 


to admit of larger tires being adapted without making it 
necessary to widen the tread. 

The Monarch has this year flush joints reinforced through- 
out, and a newly patented device for handle as well as seat- 
post adjustment with several other changes will be notice- 
able. 

The Adlake has adopted new lines of frame. It has a 
narrow tread and a novel device for the handle bar and 
seat adjustment. They are introducing a three-piece crank 
axle with crank shaft attached.

Souvenirs will be conspicuous by their absence at cycle 
shows this season; it is said that a number of the leading 
manufacturers in the National Cycle Board of Trade have 
agreed todo away with this unproductive feature at the 
forthcoming cycle shows. It certainly was capable of 
proof at the shows given last winter that many people went 
to the exhibitions with more of an ambition to obtain souv- 
enirs, than to note differences in cycle construction. It 
would be preferable to advance the interests of the exhib- 
iting wheels by a campaign of education as to changes of 
construction and general improvement, for the greatest 
interest should yearly be manifested over such details by 
intelligent riders, which the throngs of souvenir seekers 
greatly interfere with. 

Gear cases will be found on several of the prominent 
makes of cycles this season. There has been a limited 
but growing demand for these appliances, which will be 
met, asin the programme of E. C. Stearns & Co., who for 
a slight extra charge will furnish gear cases—not clumsy 
and heavy like those of our British cousins, but constructed 
from a light frame of wood, over which water-proof leather 
is stretched, and made dust proof as well, by being tightly 
laced at the bottom; it isnot unattractive. 

There will be but little difficulty this season in obtaining 
a saddle for one’s wheel, that will embody any and 
every description which the inventive ability of man can 
bring into existence. No part of the machine is more im- 
portant tothe comfort of a rider than the seat, and almost 
every new rider has found his greatest difficulty after com- 
mencing to ride, in the uncomfortable character of his 
saddle. Nowadays they can be found in every possible va- 
riety—round, heart-shaped or crescent; hard even as solid 
wood, or soft sand pliable as air and cushions can make 
them. They can be found adjusted so they will sway with 
every action of the body, and some that rise and fall with 
every contact with the humble cobbles. They are made 
in every degree of width as well, so that the same saddle 
is no longer considered equally as desirable for the youngs- 
ter weighing 130 pounds and the solid rider of almost 
double that weight.

provement. That portion of foundation back of bridge 
support to the rear endis left hollow and any ashes that 
May pass through pipe bridge wall will fall down in this 
Open space and can be removed through the lower side 
door for that purpose. 

This illustration, Fig. 2, shows the back of the heater, 
having a brick support for rear end manifolds; they now 
dispense with it, and support them with a cast bar across 
the two walls leaving the entire space back of bridge wall 
Open,

Exports of general merchandise from the Port of New 
York for the week were valued at $6,834,357 against $8,- 
040,417 in the preceding week and $6,985,947 in the 
corresponding week of last year. The total exports since 
January ist were valued at $302,819,311 against $288, 530,- 
473 in the corresponding period of last year, 
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Review of the Markets. 


The enquiries for prices of leading staples, while low 
enough in the opinion of the manufacturers to induce 
heavier stock orders, this result does not always follow. 
The few quotations that are lower than usual, as they in- 
dicate a willingness and anxiety to sell by the manufac. 
turer, are taking advantage of by large buyers as a reason 
justifying holding off a littlelonger; but the season is fast 
reaching a point when the increasing number of smaller 
requirements will make future deliveries difficult to be ob- 
tained, if not already booked. 

Frequent small orders, therefore, become the rule instead 
of the exception, and the larger orders being held in abey- 
ance make the general market a little uncertain in tone. 
There is not aslarge a demand as there should be from the 
general confidence pervading the country, still but little 
doubt exists of a satisfactory business this year, and the 
conservative methods adopted by the large buyers at the 
present time will promote this result rather than discourage 
it, as the lack of overloaded stocks in the near future will 
prevent the usual unsettling of values by hustling mer- 
chants. 

Wire Nails: Transactions in wire nails have not been 
of a notable character, prices having been held very stead- 
ily at the quotations named in our previous issue. The 
larger buyers, itis thought, are kept from booking up their 
stock requirements to any great extent, from the fact that 
rumors of slightly lower prices are understood to have 
emanated from some small mills. These goods are sold at 
too small a margin, not to take advantage of every possible 
weakness in price. We quote for carload lots, f. o. b., 
mill, $1.45; carload lots on dock, New York, $1.60; small 
lots from store, $1.70@$1.75. 

Cut Nails: There has beena more encouraging enquiry 
for cut nails, but still the market is of a character that does 
not indicate the firmness which produces large orders, 
competition keeping the quotations as follows: For car- 
load lots on dock, New York, $1.45, and smaller lots from 
store, $1.55@$1.60. 

Clothes Wringers: On account of advances in the price 
of Rubber, the manufacturers have found it necessary to 
advance the price of clothes wringers about fifteen per 
cent. 

Window Glass: The local demand for glass is not very 
encouraging, and the quotations made by the jobbers are 
60&10 to 70% discount. 

Linseed Oil: The Dean Linseed Oil Co. quote as fol- 
lows: In lots of less than 5 barrels, 30 cents per gallon; in 
lots of 5 barrels or more, 29 cents per gallon; Boiled Lin- 
seed Oil 2 cents per gallon higher; Calcutta Oil, 50 cents 
per gallon. Above prices are subject to change without 
notice. 

THE COLUMBUS TRADE. 

Business is starting out very satisfactorily for the new 
year, and our salesmen have booked some very nice Or- 
ders, but the same conditions prevailed for the first three 
months of 1896, and then changed. It is not necessary to 
comment on trade during the months from June to Decem- 
ber, 1896, as all dealers know from experience that it was 
not satisfactory. We hope that we will not have a repe- 
tition in 1897. We are looking for the last half of 1897 to 
be better than the first half of the year. Wheat is looking

The Nail market is in a very unsatisfactory condition, 
and it is hard to tell what the price is.

We think manufacturers will be obliged to 
change the card and advance small nails, as there is no 
doubt that they are too low. Wire is also weak. Wire 
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Cloth is selling below cost of production, and it would not 
surprise us to see a good advance. Shelf Hardware is 
about the same price as last year, some goods lower, and 
some higher, so the average is about the same as in 1896. 
The weather is very mild, and we have not had snow 
enough to take a sleigh ride yet. Don’t think we would 
have taken one, however, had the snow been a foot deep. 
We know you must have a cutter and horse to enjoy a 
sleigh ride, and as the writer has neither, my chances for 
a ride are not good. Still some people here have both and 
[could stand on the sidewalk and see them go by. We 
think a corner on ice this year would be a good thing. We 
have a customer who always hasIce. As thatis his name, 
we often wonder if he can keep cool in July and August, 
any better than the rest of us. It would seem that a 185 
pound chunk of Ice would be cool, with the thermometer 
up in the neighborhood of 100, without any trouble. We

This trouble on 
nails, which also includes barb wire, with the large amount 
of business that is being done by the supply houses 
throughout the country, that directly affects the jobbers 
through loss of trade to the country dealer, must be a very 
serious thing, and will naturally cut into their sales and 
profits. There are four of these supply houses here that 
issue catalogues and solicit business all over this northwest 
country. Formerly, before there was so much competi- 
tion, very low prices would be made on certain standard 
lines, while on other things a good round margin of profit 
would be charged, but with the appearance of each new 
concern, they will get the other parties’ catalogue and 
prices and scale down prices on the whole line, and with 
each new edition this scaling process goes on, till it would 
seem that ou the whole it could not be very profitable. 
They certainly are a detriment to all branches of business, 
as they do not confine themselves to Hardware alone. We 
are afraid, however, they are very much like the depart- 
ment stores, they cannot be controlled.

THE OMAHA TRADE. 

Trade has hardly opened yetto a sufficient extent to en- 
able any estimate to be made of it. The salesmen are 
sending in some very good orders, but the tendency is still 
strong toward the hand-to-mouth principle of placing 
orders. 

The weather for a week or ten days past has been par- 
ticularly unfavorable for business, and the damp, moist 
weather is making corn unfit either to handle or ship, and 
if continued must result in a large amount of it being 
spoiled in the hands of the producer. This condition of 
affairs does not, to any material extent, improve collec- 
tions or sales, and very little improvement can reasonably 
be expected until grain brings at least the cost of raising 
to the producer, which is not the case under present con- 
ditions.

The year 1896 is something of the past, and to make any 
remarks about it would be wasting time. It has been bad 
enough, so ‘‘let it rest in peace.” 

The new year starts out with very low values in every- 
thing.

Trade for the month of January up to the present time, 
has been better than for the same period last year. 

Dealers are still confining themselves to small quanti- 
ties, but buying oftener. Business in general would pick 
up considerably more, and would revive, if money could 
be had in reasonable amounts, and at a reasonable rate of 
interest. The fact remains, you can get plenty of money 
if you have a gilt edged security, like government bonds 
or high grade property, but manufacturers and merchants 
need not apply, as ¢heiy securities are not good enough. 

Up to the present time we have had very little cold 
weather, and very little snow, and unless we get colder 





weather whereby ice can be put up cheaply, we do not 
think that there will be very many ice boxes sold for next 
season. 

Nails and Wire are down to a very low price; in fact, as 
low as they can be manufactured for, or even less. It 
seems we either havea ‘‘ feast or a famine.”

The new year finds our order book well filled with orders 
for immediate shipment, and daily additions are being 
made.

All 
agricultural implements are needed at once, for the infer- 
ior quality of those used by the farmers hardly do more 
than last the season through. The ruling method o: man- 
ufacturers is to manufacture cheap, and of necessity, non- 
lasting implements, thereby creating a continuous demand 
for their product, as the wear and ,tear incident to use 
soon destroys them and others have to be purchased. 

While such a course may be beneficial to trade, we ques- 
tion the wisdom of such a policy, as we are sure that more 
money could be made if more attention was paid to selec- 
tion of material, and more time and care given to the man- 
ufacture. 

We have not yet seen any very material benefit to trade 
that was so confidently predicted in the early fall, nor have 
values materially increased. The contrary is our expeti- 
ence, and a number of articles are lower now than then. 
We could endure these disappointments and pursue our 
way in peace, were it not that the commercial air is laden 
with the malodorous cry of increased tariff, and the needed 
assistance to the poor manufacturer. As jobbers, we 
are bound to obey their dictates, but cannot help enter- 
ing our protest against the cruel and useless conspiracy 
threatened by an increased tariff so soon after the depress- 
ing incidents of the past year from which few have yet 
recovered. 

We need quiet, reasonably fixed values, and no disturb- 
ing elements in trade to endanger or impair business in the 
coming year. Unless it can be obtained the now sanguine 
will soon be despondent and the present despondent be- 
come commercial wrecks. 

Let us alone for a year at least and then if necessary 
begin the work of tariff reform. Weare sure if that course
